Cody liked Nick, and
many times ha told m that there had
never lived a braver or better sheriff
than wa Bush. Cody ald he could
have killed Nick Bush the time he w.vi
raptured by the sheriff and his deputy.
Frank Day. and aald tht had It been
any other sheriff than Nick he would
certalnlv have don so. He said the
only handicap Bush had was hi reluc-
tance In nulling a gun. and often added
If he didn't correct that defect some
one would get him some day.
